The bombs went oft almost 
simultaneously 
in

cities at about 2 a in. EST and 
caused only minor damage and 
no injuries One of the blasts 
damaged first and second story 
windows at Chicago’s Sears 
Tower*, the w orld’s tallest 
building. 
The group’s com m unique 
also said it had planted bombs 
in Puerto Rico, but there were 
no immediate reports of ex­ 
plosions there. 
In Chicago, a man called a 
newspaper after the explosions 
and said two more bombs were 
set to go off “in honor of the 
veterans.” 
Police found 
an 
unexplodinl bomb consisting of 
five sticks of dynamite in a 
bouquet of roses at the Stand­ 
ard Oil Building. They were 
checking a suspicious box found 
in the Federal Reserve Bank 
In New York, Danny

zeesko, 19, a security guard at a 
West Side branch of the First 
National City Bank, heard one 
of the explosions and ran out 
side. He was standing 30 feet 
away when a bomb exploded in 
front of his own building.

has been that rising income and 
spending 
don’t

families or the federal govern 
ment. 
The average American work­ 
er lost nearly 9.4 per cent of the 
buying power of his or her 
paycheck 
between 
1972 
and 
April of this year, even though 
dollar earnings increased near­ 
ly 18 per cent during the same 
period, I^abor Department tig 
ures show. 
The gross weekly earnings ol 
workers increased from $136.18 
in 1972 to $160.47 last April But 
measured in terms of 
what 
earnings u ill buy 
in 1869-val 
ue dollars — the paycheck de 
clined from $96.64 in 1972 to 
$87.58 in April. The April fig 
ures don't reflect the increase 
in buying power since the May 
tax cut. 
Because oi inflation, it takes 
more dollars to buy the same 
amount of goods and services. 
To maintain the same level of 
services, the government must 
spend more each year, just as a 
family must spend more to 
mainiatn its living standards. 
President 
Ford 
recently 
called attention to the federal 
dilemma when he said on Oct 6 
that unless Congress agrees to 
reduce spending by $28 billion, 
♦be fiscal 1977 budget will hit 


$420 billion, which is up more 
than 100 per cent compared to 
$197 billion in 1970. 
Measured in dollar amounts 
‘alone, that v ould be true. But in 
terms of what dollars will buy, 
the increase would he a great 
deal less 
Figures provided by the Of­ 
fice of Management and Budget 
slum 
that it all budgets are 
translated into the same pur­ 
chasing power, the increase be- 
twecn 1970 and 1976 was closer 
to 14 per cent. 


OMB figures show that if all

Accounting for High Pork Price, 
Farmers Are Turning Corn 
Into Cash Instead of Hogs 


DES M OINES, Iowa (A P) 
If you turned to pork hoping to 
avoid rising beef prices, you've 
probably noticed that hog prod­ 
uct prices are rising even faster 
than the price of beef products. 
And there’s a simple reason 
for it. For Corn Belt farmers 
it’s basic economics: why take 
on the headaches of hog pro­ 
duction when they can sell their 
corn for cash and make more 
money? Like the corn sales to 
Russia announced last week. 
But that sale will take less 
than one percent of the nation’s 
corn crop of 5.69 billion bushels, 
and the higher prices today 
result from decisions made a 
vear ago. 


T hat’s why hog marketing at 
m ajor 
Midwest 
m arkets 
dwindled this summer and fell 
to about half the supply of a 
year earlier. Market hog prices 
hit record levels ranging from 
$64.25 a hundred pounds at 
Sioux City, Iowa, to $66.50 at 
Joliet, Ilf. 
It’s also why consumers saw 
bacon soar to as high as $2.50 a 
pound in some areas while ham 
and porkchop prices rose as 
well. 
But it’s a short run situation, 
say meat marketing experts in 
Iowa, the nation's No. 1 hog- 
producing state.

WASHINGTON (A P I - Pn 
lice hospitals and prosecutors 
generally respond poorh and 
haphazardly to rape cases and 
rape victims, according to a 
national survey conducted fm 
the Law Enforcement Assist­ 
ance Administration 
The study, released today by 
the LEAA. recommends that 
local officials develoD ways to 
treat rape victims with more 
dignity and make it easier for 
them 
to 
provide 
evidence 
against their attackers. Many 
of the report’s conclusions are 
sim ilar to findings and recom­ 
mendations 
made 
in 
recent 
years by women’s groups. 
The 15-month study was con­ 
ducted by the Center for Wom­ 
en Policv Studies m Washington 
with a '$238.437 LEAA grant.

,Hjolir hospitals for an exanv 
ination to determine whether 
medical treatment is needed 
and to collect evidence for use 
in prosecuting the attacker. 
Many private hospitals only 
reluctantly treat rape victims 
and may charge up to $?5 for 
the examination, the 
report 
said. 
“ Most police officers have 
difficulty t inding a hospital that 
will treat rape victims,” the re­ 
port said. “ Hospitals have ex­ 
hibited both reluctance to pro­ 
vide medical 
testimony 
and 
disparaging attitudes 
toward 
rape victim s.” 
The conclusions were based 
on a survey of 51 police depart­ 
ments and 41 hospitals and clin­ 
ics in large and medium-sized 
cities. 
The researchers said a few 
facilities have developed spe­ 
cial programs to assist rapt1 
victims hut that many refor­ 
mers have trouble changing in­ 
stitutional rules and traditions 
to accommodate the new proce­ 
dures. 
The report said most police 
departments have not devel­ 
oped the technological capabil­ 
ity 
to identify rapists, even 
though many may be repeat of- 
ienders. 
On the other hand, the report 
praised several police depart­ 
ments for using women investi­ 
gators to handle rape cases. 
The report recommended that 
police departments stop assign­ 
ing rap«* investigations to units 
handling prostitution since the 
cas«*s require entirely different 
Strategies and skills.

body as well as your teeth, 
three nutrition authorities said 
Sunday. 
Dr. Frederic W. Nordsiek of 
New York said that sugar pro­ 
vides nothing to human nutri­ 
tion but calories, and he and the 
others who presented papers at 
the annual 
meeting 
of 
the 
American Dental Association 
said that sugar can he a health 
hazard. 
Nordsiek, recently retired 
adjunct 
professor 
of 
public 
health nutrition at Columbia 
University and vice president 
of Sloan-Kettering Institu te, 
said 
the average 
American 
consumes 
more 
than 
two 
pounds of sugar a week. 
Two-thirds of that amount is 
hidden in commercially proc­ 
essed and prepared foods such 
as jellies, fruits, cakes, candies 
and beverages, he said. 
Around 
1830, 
the average 
American consumed 15 pounds 
of sugar a year, compared to 
more than 100 pounds today, 
said Nordsiek, adding that even 
now people in some parts of I he 
world eal no sugar. 
Dr. Richard August Ahrens, a 
nutritionist at the University of 
Maryland, College Park, re 
ported that high levels of sugar 
consumption have been shown 
to raise the blood pressure ol 
both experimental animals and 
humans. 


He said, “ High blood pres- 
sure affects all of the organs of 


the $50 to $55 range, and there 
are signs the hog supply will in­ 
crease by next summer. 
“We think farmers now are 
gearing up to get back into hog 
feeding,” said D r. M arvin 
Skadberg, extension marketing 
specialist at Iowa State Univer­ 
sity. 
But don’t expect any sharp 
drop in superm arket pork 
prices, he cautions. The market 
price of hogs will remain fairly 
high through most of 1976 de­ 
spite 
increased supplies, 
he 
predicts. 
Dr. Skadberg said the US. 
Department of Agriculture pre­ 
dicts a 6 per cent increase in pig 
farrow ings 
in 
D ecem ber 
through 
February compared 
with the same period a year 
ago. 
“That won’t be enough to pull 
hog prices down into the $30 
range where they were before,” 
he said. “We think they’ll hover 
at around $50 for several 
months.”

D. Dauria. Democrat, are working dilligentlv in 
their ranks and am ong the voters to earn them ­ 
selves a victory at the Nov. 4 general election.

|n a is quick to voice an opinion when she feels 
something is remiss. 


Alexander has been involved in local public 
affairs several years, serving as clerk of Coun­ 
cil, president of Council and as mayor, a job 
which was thrust upon him. Alexander knows the 
ins and outs of C'ity Mall and this makes us 
wonder if he might not be the stronger force of 
the combination 
Dauria also has a broad background in city 
government, serving three term s on council and 
five years on the Hoard of Health. He lost a pre­ 
vious try for the m ayor’s office, having been de­ 
feated in the prim ary His actions on Council, 
while not always to our liking or thinking, has 
indicated his desire to serve the community. 
Patton, D auria*8 running mate, also has shown 
a sincere desire to serve Salem, indicating he 
plans to continue doing so regardless of the elec­ 
tion outcome. He says he is looking forward to 
other political offices. He lost one try for council- 
at-large. He has served on the Utilities Commis 
sion since 1967 and is aw are of many of the needs 
of the city 
Miss McNicol and Dauria both have laid down 
platforms, indicating need for improved streets, 
better traffic control, expanded recreational fa­ 
cilities and a better return for dollars spent in 
city services, to nam e a few. 
Both tickets are aw are of the need to progress, 
to work closely with other organizations to obtain 
new industry and to keep what Salem already 
has. 
We wholeheartedly agree with these ideas.

King Coal 


King Coal is in for a long reign. 
Latest estim ate of coal resources of the United 
States rem aining in the ground as of Jan I, 1974 
is more than 3.9 trillion tons, reports the U.S. 
Geological Survey This is an increase of 23 per 
cent over previous estim ates and constitutes 
about one-fifth of the world's total coal re­ 
sources 
Although only about 5 per cent of this vast 
tonnage is considered to be recoverable under 
present conditions and using present methods, 
that 5 per cent — or about 198 billion tons — is 
more than 4.5 times as much coal as ever mined 
in the United States. 
Coal constitutes 89 per cent of the nation’s total 
estim ated recoverable resources of fossil fuel, 
says the Survey, w hereas petroleum and natural 
gas constitute only 7 per cent and shale oil, w hich 
is not currently used as a fuel, constitutes only 23 
per cent. Yet in 1973. combined production of 


petroleum and gas in the United States was three 
times that of coal. 
But while coal is abundant and widespread in 
the U.S., our resources do have limits. Half of all 
the coii 1 ever mined has been mined since 1933. 
In the extensively mined Eastern fields, new 
areas containing thick beds of high-quality coal 
are becoming increasingly difficult to locate 
Also a large part of total coal resources con­ 
sists of lignite and subbituminous types which 
yield less heat per unit of weight than does 
bituminous coal Much of the coal is contained in 
thin beds and in deeply buried beds that can be 
mined only with great difficulty and expense 
This 
is 
not to 
mention the serious en­ 
vironmental 
problems 
associated 
with 
the 
mining and use of coal. 
» 
Even so, no other energy source in sight is 
likely to supplant our increasing dependence 
upon coal in the foreseeable future.

facing long lines and angry po­ 
tential voters.

A state dinner at the 
White House was scheduled for 
tonight for Sadat and his wife. 
1 n his meetings with U.S. offi­ 
cials. Sadat also is expected to 
seek a promise that Israel will 
be pressured into giving up 
more land to the Arabs, He also 
reportedly w ishes to encourage 
Congress 
to 
deny 
Israel 
ultramodern arms, such as the 
Pershing missile. 
Ina rc*corded television inter­ 
view before he left Cairo, Sadat 
said he wishes to buy arms to 
replace weapons lost in the last 
Middle East war He indicated 
he w ould go to other countries if 
the United States does not sell 
arms to Egypt. 
Kissinger said recently he did 
not think “we will be prepared 
at this moment to make any 
specific commitments of mili­ 
tary aid” to Egypt.

LONDON (A F ) — Trade Min­ 
ister P eter Shore says Britain 
would have a healthy surplus in 
its foreign trade account if it 
did not have to import oil 
“Our non-oil deficit has cer­ 
tainly been overcom e,” said 
Shore, w hose job is to bring 
about an export boom. “ And 1 
expect to reduce the oil deficit 
too by virtue of our own pro­ 
duction next year ” 
In an interview with The As­ 
sociated P ress, Shore said he 
expects 11)5 million barrels of 
North Sea oil, or 15 per cent ol 
the nation's 
present 
yearly 
needs, to be landed in 1976 
O fficials in the Departm ent of 
Energy think the inflow could 
reach 140 million barrels. Thus 
$1.2 billion to $1.6 billion could 
be knocked off B ritain’s total 
fuel import bill, which this year 
is likely to be about $5 billion.

dicted self-sufficiency in oil by 
1980 with a production of 700 
million to 910 million barrels a

Polly’s Pointers 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
now following your advice on 
whole w heat c e re a ls and 
breads and also include more 
fruits and vegetables in my 
diet 
I feel much improved 
now, although at first I ex­ 
perienced much gas and was 
miserable. I was relieved to 
read in your column one night 
that we could expect to have 
some gas pains at first on this 
program. My gas was so bad 
that I was even examined for 
a gall bladder attack and 
nothing was found. All that is 
now cleared, and I have no 
bowel problems. 
Do you realize how many 
people have constipation and 
bowel problems? I'm like a 
c r u s a d e r now and w a n t 
everyone I know to be able to 
follow this program. It really 
makes life worth living again. 
J can’t tell you how many 
years I have eaten a bland 
diet, missed out on the foods I 
wanted to eat and suffered 
with this bowel problem. I 
hope you will continue to try 
to get this message to more 
people 
It could do a lot of 
good. 
DEAR READER - Thank 
you for sharing your ex­ 
perience with others. First, 
you can get more detailed in­ 
formation on how to improve 
bowel function from The 
Health L etter num ber 2-1, 
Irritable or Spastic Colon.

While you will g»*t more 
details on bowel training in 
The Health Letter, as far as 
the diet is concerned, the 
program is designed to put 
more bulk in your diet. It’s a 
switch from oider ideas about 
diet for colon problems. Many 
of the old bland diets were 
gelatin-type diets, and when 
the food was absorbed from 


the intestine there was literal­ 
ly no residue left for normal 
bowel function. In many cases 
of spastic colon and constipa­ 
tion, sucji diets only made 
m atters worse, rather than 
helping them. Your body was 
designed to eat food that con­ 
tained natural food fibers, not 
refined foods. 
One of the best fibers is 
cereal fiber, as you find in 
whole wheat products. The 
white flour products are not 
harmful, they simply replace 
food that contains fiber you 
need. They leave out an essen­ 
tial diet component by refin­ 
ing a n a tu r a l food an d 
eliminating the brans. 
It’s true that when you 
switch over you can have a lot 
of gas. The intestine has to 
readjust to the diet change. 
That is why many people do 
better with a gradual switch. 
Such a change might be ac- 
c o m p l i s h e d by s i m p l y 
switching to whole w heat 
bread for a week or two, then 
adding a bowl of cereal with 
cereal fiber each day. You can 
get the cereal fiber from 
whole wheat products such as 
shredded wheat, or from any 
of the bran flakes or Grape- 
Nut Flakes. Or, if you prefer 
you can cook oatmeaL 
If you get too much gas, cut 
back on the cereal and ease 
into the p r o g r a m m o r e 
gradually. Meanwhile start in­ 
creasing the salads in your 
diet for more bulk, add fresh 
fruits and start eliminating 
white flour foods and sweets. 
Then stick to the program 
long enough to pass through 
the gas stage to get real 
benefits. Drink plenty of 
water too, in case you have 
been neglecting that depart­ 
ment. Also follow the bowel 
training program outlined in 
The Health Letter. Soon you 
will be on the road to being a 
normal, regular person with 
no worries about constipation, 
laxatives or symptoms tha. °o 
with these problems.

A wall arrangement would be 
rather difficult unless you could find enough small wall 
brackets, paint them all white like the walls, group 
them on the wall and then place an ash tray or two on 
each bracket. A coffee table with a shadow box and 
glass top would also effectively display them so they 
could be plainly seen and enjoyed. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I have not found a weevil in any food in 
my cupboards for years since 1 once read that if a piece of 
broken crockery was put in a container with meal, flour, 
grits, etc,, it would keep the weevils away This has really 
worked for me — MRS. L R M. 
DEAR READERS — To avoid getting crockery chips in 
your flour, wrap the crockery in nylon net or cheesecloth. As 
we have printed more than once, a bay leaf is also great for 
this but I am sure many of us will be trying Mrs. L.R.M .’s 
Pointer.

DEAR POLLY - I would like to air a Pet Peeve concer­ 
ning people who use laundromats It really riles me to be

She is 
kept ¡11 isolation, forbidden to 
leave her cell even for meals. 
She laughs lightly when told 
tliat Patty has dining room 
privileges and 
mingles with 
other prisoners every day. “ I 
read about that. She gets out for 
a whole hour!” 
Wendy, 32. said in her lirst 
jail house interview 
that if 
someone asks for her on vis 
iting days, she is brought to the 
general visiting room but kept 
alone at a corner table while 
other inmates sit at a commu­ 
nal visiting area. 
Arrested with Patty at a San 
Francisco apartment Sept. IK, 
she is in the Alameda County 
Jail.
